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I  was  delighted  to  hear  that  the  school's 

students  wished  to  dedicate  this  issue  of  The  Grammarian  to 
our  Headmaster,  John  Messenger.  It  is  a  fitting  tribute  to  a 
decade  of  inspiration  and  to  the  immense  legacy  he  leaves 
behind. 

Before  Mr.  Messenger's  arrival,  when  the  school  was 
seeking  a  new  leader,  I  remember  telling  a  colleague  that  the 
one  thing  that  I  hoped  the  new  Headmaster  would  be  is 
"interesting."

It  was  as  though 
someone  had  thrown  open  a  window  of  our  cozy  httle  cottage 
and  let  the  cold  air  flood  into  the  room.  One  never  knew  when 
&e  next  idea  would  arise  or  what  seemingly  crazy  thought 
might  be  made  real  by  his  reckless  determination.  We  were  at 
once  awakaied  and  challenged,  and  things  began  to  happen, 
every  moment  filled  with  ^prehension  and  exhilaratioa 

It's  hard  for  those  of  us  on  staff  to  recall  John  Messenger's 
tenure  at  HGS  without  thinking  about  the  striking  physical  and 
educational  changes  that  have  happened  since  he  came.  HGS 
has  never  been  more  active  or  more  alive.  We  now  have  two 
campuses,  a  prosperous  athletic  program,  and  an  enrolment  that 
has  taken  us  from  an  intimate  south  end  school  to  a  dynamic 
educational  influence  in  our  community.

They  will 
remember  someone  who  put  his  very  essence  into  every  aspect 
of  life  at  the  school,  someone  who  cared  that  the  school  be  more 
than  just  a  place  where  you  come  to  leam  but  a  community 
where  you  come  to  live.

Consequently,  I  thought  I  would  take  this  opportunity  to 
reflect  back  on  those  years  that  have  been  marked  by 
significant  changes  at  the  School. 

Institutional  change  of  any  magnitude  can  be  both  exciting 
and  stressful.  I  have  noticed  over  28  years  as  a  Headmaster 
that  Alumnus  don't  generally  welcome  change  at  their  old 
school  because  they  like  to  remember  it  as  it  was  when  they 
attended.  H.G.S.  is  a  relatively  young  school  and  over  the 
last  ten  years  has  grown  from  an  enrohnent  of  286  students 
to  525.  Most  of  that  growth  has  been  in  the  Middle  and 
Senior  Schools  necessitating  the  temporary  rental  of  St. 
Mary's  Bethany  Hall  and  then  the  purchase,  in  2000,  of  the 
Tower  Road  School.  The  growth  in  size  has  allowed  us  to 
broaden  all  our  programs  -  academic  and  extra  curricular. 
The  graduating  class  of 2005  will  be  the  first  earning  the  EB 
diploma  as  a  class  and  many  members  will  have  enjoyed 
participation  in  our  lavish  musical  productions  in  the  new 
theatre,  in  oiu"  athletics  at  the  highest  levels,  in  debating  at 
the  provincial  and  national  level,  and  engaging  in  proactive 
student  governments  at  the  Middle  and  Senior  School 
levels.  Growth  also  allows  for  the  addition  of  new  staff 
members  such  as  Mr.  Laffoley  and  Mr.  Mofiatt  adding 
strength  to  the  teaching  and  administrative  ranks,  while 
new  teachers  such  as  Russ  Boyle,  Jane  Messenger,  Corrine 
Howard,  Dr.  Craig,  Laura  Brock,  Gayle  Baillie,  and  Julie 
Danford  brought  valuable  past  experience  and  brilUance 


to  the  ranks.  While  relative  rookies  such  as  Deborah 
Goodfellow,  Tanja  Fitz,  Charles  FoUini,  Paul  Brinkhxjrst, 
Andrea  Furey,  Jason  Rodney,  Teresa  Woodford  and  Kevin 
O'CarroU  quickly  proved  both  their  capabilities, 
commitment  to  extra  curricular  programs,  and  extra  help  to 
students.
